Elba City Council approves resolutions ‘paving way’ for 
site prep work at new Sunbelt Solomon Services facility

Following a public hear- 
ing held Friday afternoon, 
March 24, at Elba City Hall, 
the Elba City Council held 
a brief called meeting to 
approve two resolutions. 

The first resolution 
approved by unanimous 
consent of those members 
attending — council mem- 
bers Johnathon Lockett 
and Gappa Wise were not 
in attendance — noted the 
city’s intentions to apply to 
the Alabama Department of 
Economic and Community 
Affairs [ADECA] for a 
Fiscal Year 2023 Economic 
Development Fund 
Community Development 


Block Grant. This is for 
assistance, under provisions 
set forth in Title I of the 
Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974, 
for site prep work to service 
Sunbelt Solomon Services, 
which recently announced 
it would be opening a busi- 


_hess location in Elba. 


The estimated cost of 
the proposed project is 
$250,000, according to the 
resolution documents. 

The second resolution, 
also approved by unani- 
mous consent of the council 
members present, recog- 
nized Mayor Tom Maddox 
as the appropriate city offi- 
cial authorized to act on 
behalf of the City of Elba in 


dealings with the applica-- 


tion of the FY2023 CDBG 
ED Fund Grant. 

This was the only busi- 
ness handled by the council 
during the called meeting. 

‘During a regular meeting 
of the Elba City Council 
on Monday evening, March 
27, it was announced that 
Sunbelt Solomon Services 
leaders would be conduct- 
ing initial job interviews at 
Elba City Hall on Tuesday 
and Wednesday of this 
week. Mayor Maddox said 
the company leaders had 
indicated they had already 
received some 50 applica- 
tions from citizens interest- 
ed in a job with the compa- 
ny at the new Elba facility.

(a) An applicant may be as- 
sessed a fee when the ap- 
plicant is approved for the 
program. The amount of the 
assessment for participation 
in the program shall be in 
addition to any court costs 
and assessments for victims 
or drug, alcohol, or anger 
management treatment re- 
quired by law, the district at- 
torney, or the court, and are 
in addition to costs of super- 
vision, treatment, and resti- 
tution for which-the pretrial 
diversion admittee may be 
responsible. Pretrial diver- 
sion program fees as estab- 
lished by this subpart may 
be waived or reduced due to 
indigency or reduced abil- 
ity to pay or for other just 
cause at the discretion of 
the district attorney. The de- 
termination of indigency of 
the offender, for the purpose 
of pretrial diversion admis- 
sion, fee waiver, or reduc- 
tion, shall be made by the 
district attorney. A schedule 
of payments for any of these 
fees may be established by 
the district attorney. 

(b) The following fees 
shall be paid by applicants 
accepted into the pretrial 
diversion program: 

(1) Felony offenses: Up 
to two thousand dollars 
($2,000). 

(2) Driving Under the Influ- 


“ence offenses: Up to two 


thousand one hundred dol- 
lars ($2,100). 

(3) Misdemeanor offenses, 
excluding traffic: Up to one 
thousand dollars ($1,000). 
(4) Traffic offenses: Up to 
four hundred. fifty dollars 
($450). 

(5) Violations: Up to three 
hundred fifty dollars ($350). 
(c) In cases where the ap- 
plicant is not indigent, as 
determined by the district 
attorney, in felony cases, 
fifty dollars ($50) of the fee, 
and in misdemeanor and 
violation cases, twenty-five 
dollars ($25) of the fee, for 
each applicant accepted into 
the pretrial diversion pro- 
gram, shall be allocated to 
the Coffee County Circuit 
Clerk’s Office; for offenses 
filed in Coffee County, and 
to the Pike County Circuit 
Clerk’s Office, for offenses 
filed in Pike County.

(d) In cases where the 
applicant is not indigent, as 
determined by the district 
attorney, in felony cases, 
fifty dollars ($50) of the 
fee, and in misdemeanor 
and violation cases, twenty- 
five dollars ($25) of the fee, 
for each applicant accepted 
into the. pretrial diversion 
program, shall be allocated 
to the Coffee County Gen- 
eral Fund for offenses filed 
in Coffee County or to the 
Pike County General Fund 


for offenses filed in Pike 
County. 

(e) In cases where the 
applicant is not indigent, as 
determined by the district 
attorney, in felony cases, 
fifty dollars ($50) of the 
fee, and in misdemeanor 
and violation cases twenty- 
five dollars ($25) of the fee, 
for each applicant accepted 
into the pretrial diversion 
program, shall be allocated 
to the arresting or ticket- 
ing law enforcement agency 
making the case. Those fees 
may be used at the agency’s 
discretion to support its 
operations. These uses may 
include, but are not limited 
to, hiring employees, buy- 
ing needed equipment and 
supplies, providing training 
opportunities, or any other 
lawful purpose. 

(f) Except as herein specifi- 
cally allocated, the district 
attorney may use fees col- 
lected by the pretrial diver- 
sion program to fund the 
pretrial diversion program; 
for the prosecution of state 
criminal cases; to help sup- 
port local and state law en- 
forcement and coroners; for 
education programs which 
relate to the prosecution 
of, detection of, or preven- 
tion of crime; or, to benefit 
any agency or department 
of state, city, or county gov- 
ernment which assists lo- 
cal law enforcement.

- when she didn’t have a smile on her face, and even as 
cancer continued to take its toll on her body, it never took

her name was Alex. 

*** While there is certainly no doubt Miami has a 
really good basketball team and is deserving of a berth 
in the Elite 8 of the NCAA Tournament, the Hurricanes 
sudden rise to prominence in the college basketball world 
can be directly tied to the lack of NIL rules.

“Under Age, 
Under Arrest” 
program comes 

to Elba High

On Friday, March 10, the 
“Under Age, Under Arrest” 
program visited Elba High 
School where presenters 
explained the consequences 
of drugs and alcohol use for 
minors.
